Coast Rorttes and Roads through tll« In- 
terior of British Columbia. 

Al no time since fioUl has been discovered 
in British Columbia tins there been such a 
display of enterprise and energy in the con- 
struction of roads to the mines as we find 
this spring.

We may safely 
assert that in no country on the Pacific 
coast can there be such an amount of public 
enterprise shown as in British Columbia af 
the present time. In proportion lo popula- 
tion it is unequalled the world over. With 
a population ol about 5000, there will be 
four line* of road that would total up nearly 
800 miles in length. If stretched out in an 
air line acrojs the continent, they would 
reach one third of ihe dis'ance from Victoria 
to Halifax- from the Pacific: to the Atlantic. 

The Northernmost route through the Bister 
Colony is that from Bentinclt Arm to some 
point on the Frnser, either al Alexandria, or 
to where the Quesnelle, Swift, or West 
Road rivers empty themselves into Fraaer 
river. The Benlinck Arm Company have 
obtained the right to construct a pack trail 
and wagon road between those points, with 
the privilege of collecting lulls for live) ears 
nt 1J cent per pound, and 50 cents per head 
for stock. The company expects to push a 
trail through forthwith ; nnd from the nume- 
rous parlies who have crossed the route, we 
believe that it is entirely practicable ; and 
will prove an able auxiliary in opening up 
to civilization the whole re-ion west of Al- 
exandria. It will |..t the light into a part ol 
the country that has hitherto been hidden, 
so that if ii possesses any valuable naluml 
resources ihey will soon be seen and turned 
to a profitable account. Besides, the Be i- 
thick Arm route promises to become a great 
meanB of bringing down goods to a low 
rate in the Northern mines. We feel 
perfectly satisfied thai it will become an
